JEFFER SO N CITY, Mo., June I.— 
Governor Hyde today called a special 
election to be held July IO to vote 
additional bonds of $4,600,000 for the 
paym ent of 25,500 unpaid 
soldiers’ 
bonus claims. 
No other proposition 
will be voted on at this election. 
The governor issued 
an 
official 
proclamation calling the election for 
Tuesday, July IO, and stated that he 
was issuing the call *z. conform with 
the joint and concurrent resolution 
passed by the last legislature provid­ 
ing for the submittion of the pro­ 
position to vote $4,600,000 additional 
soldier bonus bonds to pay the re­ 
m aining bonus claims. 
As passed by the legislature the 
resolution provides for 
an am end­ 
ment to the state constitution, to be 
submitted to the voters of the state, 
authorizing the state board of fund 
commissioners to issue the addition­ 
al bonds. 
The original soldier bonus bond 
issued was $15,000,000, according to 
the state bonus commission and was 
exhausted last year after 
118,000 
claims had been paid. 
A total 
of 
143,500 claims have been received 
by the bonus commission it was an­ 
nounced, and of this num ber 25,500 
rem ain unpaid. 
The $4,600,000 
pro­ 
posed bond issue will cover all of 
the unpaid claims, it is reported. 
The special election on July IO, 
will be held under a new act passed 
by the fifty first general assem ­ 
bly, according to Charles U. Becker, 
secretary of state, which 
provides 
that only two judges and two clerks 
wMll be necessary at each 
polling 
place. 
This act also provides that 
no voting booths will be necessary at 
special elections of this kind, accord­ 
ing to the secretary of state. It was 
passed at the second special session 
of the fifty first general assembly. 
The governor said th at he would 
not include any other proposition at 
this election although many persons 
had urged the incorporation of the 
Casey resolution, passed at the last 
legislature, which provides for the 
submission to the voters of Missouri 
of a constitutional am endm ent to 
abolish the constitutional 
conven­ 
tion. 
As passed by the legislture, the 
Casey resolution is to be voted up­ 
on at the regular 
November 
elec­ 
tion

provincial palace, in protest against 
the law limiting to 25 the number of 
clergymen allowed each religious de­ 
nomination. 
Military 
patrols 
were 
on

throughout the state capital during 
the night, augmented the later hours 
by troops detachments, hastily sum ­ 
moned from nearby garrisons. 
The trouble grew out of what was 
intended to be a demonstration and 
protest against the law. A delegation 
of 
Catholics, 
accompanied 
by 
a 
crowd of 3,000 persons, marched to 
the palace and asked the governor 
and legislature to rescind the m eas­ 
ure. 
While 
its 
spokesmen 
w*ere 
awaiting adm ittance to the building, 
tho assemblage listened to several 
fiery speeches .and finally became so 
excited that it began to bombard the 
palace with stones. 
The guard of mounted police dis­ 
charged their rifles over the heads of 
the crowd, whereupon

startors rushed the guards and dis­ 
armed them.

men and seven civilians were killed.

CHICAGO, June I.—Proof has been 
found that plant life of the most high­ 
ly developed forms existed hundreds 
of millions of years before the time

| ment, Adolf C. Noe, assistant profes­ 
sor of paleo botany at the University 
of Chicago, declares in an interview 
published 
today 
by 
the 
Chicago 
Herald and Examiner. 
A lump of hard mineral embedded 
in a piece of coal no larger than a 
* child’s fist revealed the secret, Prof. 
Noe 
says. 
Specimens 
have 
been 
i found In coal mines of Texas, Ken­ 
tucky, Illinois and Indiana, the pro­ 
fessor 
declares, 
w’hich 
refute the 
claim of present 
day 
science and 
throw’ a new’ light on the evolution of 
plant life through the ages of the 
earth’s early history. 
“These fine lines, tracing and the 
deposits of line tell that flowering 
plants of a very high order existed at 
a time when science claims only the 
lowest form of club moss were on 
earth." 
The “coal ball," Prof. Noe explain­ 
ed. contains, 
buried 
in 
the hard 
layers of mineral, the fossil of the 
paleo-botanical plants. 
By dissect-« 
ing the lump w’ith diamond saw*s and 
grinding the sections very thin, he 
says he is able to note the character­ 
istics in the stem of a plant similar 
to the modern cornstalk, which is * 
considered one of the highest forms 
of plant life.

A recent meeting of the Execu­ 
tive Council of the American Bank­ 
ers Association, attended as it was 
by representative 
bankers from ev­ 
ery state in the

portunity to get 
a composite view 
of 
the 
business 
situation in the 
nation as a whole. 
Representatives 
of 
a g r i c u l t u r e 
were present at 
the meeting. They 
mads it clear that the upward 
trend of affairs in business had not 
yet reached the farmer and that 
his position of having to pay a 
relatively larger price for what he 
purchases as compared with that 
received for what he sells should 
be given the most thoughtful con­ 
sideration. 
There were also present men 
fresh from observing and studying 
conditions in Europe. 
While they 
lent encouragement to the belief 
that European affairs are slowly— 
very slowly—righting themselves, 
there is in the feeling generally 
expressed by American bankers a 
distinct note of caution. 
Questions of the Hour 
One hears the questions every­ 
where asked: "Are we going to 
permit American affairs to ride 


again into a situation of extreme 
inflation, which will, as we all 
know, 
be 
followed 
by 
another 
period of depression? 
Had we not 
better keep business on a normal 
keel by not going too rapidly? 
Should not the banker be sounding 
a note of warning to business men 
generally to keep their affairs well 
in hand?” 
The charts Indicating the trend 
of business show that we are ap­ 
proaching the high point which fol­ 
lowed the war. This should be the 
signal to the conservative business 
man that expansion must be defi­ 
nitely controlled and that reason­ 
able conservatism should be the 
order of the day. 
To many this may appear the 
pessimism of the banker, but let 
me say that the banker is in a po­ 
sition to keep his finger on the 
pulse of our economic situation, 
and when there is such a consensus 
on the part of many bankers that 
we are passing the safety point 
and that w*e are riding into another 
period of inflation such opinion 
should not be looked upon as pessi­ 
mism, but rather as the advice of 
those whose business can prosper 
only as there is general prosperity. 
The banking situation in America 
is sound and can only be harmed 
by undue credit expansion. 
The 
banker should see that expansion 
does not again gain the headway 
that led us into trouble before, and 
the business man should do every­ 
thing possible to support the bank­ 
er, thus avoiding another period of 
costly deflation.

ANOTHER ICE AGE? 


Donald MacMillan, the famous Arctic 
explorer, is going to the Arctic again to J 
find out whether or not another ice age is 
coming.* Various facts have aroused the 
suspicions of Captain MacMillan, who is a 
scientist as well as an explorer, and certain 
other scientists are also a little worried by 
these facts. 
The most suspicious of them, 
it is said, have to do with the advance of 
glaciers in the past seventy years or so. 
Laymen might be inclined to suggest that 
the very cool spring we’ve been having this 
year looks suspicious and might be regard-1 
ed by nervous people as another indication 
pf the approach of a new Glacial Period. 
What shall we do if Captain MacMillan 
comes back from the Arctic and tells us j 
that his worst fears have been confirmed 
. and that a new ice age is in the offing. 
First of all, we shall derive some consola­ 
tion from the thought that Captain Mac­ 
Millan may be mistaken. 
Next, we shall 
comfort ourselves still further by reflecting 
that even if another ice age is coming, it 
will be a long, long time before it gets here, 
and neither ourselves nor our children nor 
our children's children will know anything j 
about it. 
It is not a very far jump backward as the 
geologist reckons time to the last ice age, 
but it is a very long jump according to the 
standards in ordinary use. At any rate, a s 1 
the result of causes concerning which the 
geologists 
themselves 
are 
divided, the 
great ice cap around 
the 
people pushed 
southward until it covered all of Canada 
‘ and a fairly big slice of the United States. 
New York and New England were under, 
the ice, which 
extended 
southward, ap­ 
proximately along the pourse of the Ohio 
River to its junction with the Mississippi. 
Thence the southern boundary of the ice- , 
covered region ran northward and north-j 
westward to about the 49th parallel, which 
it followed, as an irregular line, to the 
Pacific Ocean. 
Of course, with the whole northern part, 
of the continent thus covered by ice, the 
climate of the rest of the continent was 
very cold. 
This condition of affairs was 
not constant. The geologists say that there j 
were at least a half dozen glacial epochs 
within the Glacial Period, these epochs of 
of bitter cold and of vast extension of the 
ice sheet being 
separated 
by epochs of 
more moderate temperature during which 
the ice sheet retreated to the northward. 
So if Captain MacMillan comes back and 
reports that another Glacial Period is in 
store for the world, this is about what we 
shall have to look forward to. 
Only Ave 
shkll have to look a long way forward, for 
these things don’t take just a few years but 
* many centuries. 
At any rate, the danger 
which the intrepid MacMillan thinks he 
scents afar is not a very pressing one.

How to Use Peppers 


Stuffed peppers, according 
to a 
variety of recipes, have become a 
popular article of diet, either made 
with fresh meat, chopped or ground 
or with forcemeats made from left­ 
over cooked meat. Cut off the stem 
end of a sweet peper, scoop out the 
seeds and the 
white 
membrance 
which carries them on the inside of 
the pod. 
Make a forcement of 
’d 
chicken or canned shrimp or salr. 
a, 
lf desired, mixed 
with 
an 
equal 
weight of bread crumbs, two table­ 
spoonfuls of melted butter, and mois­ 
tened with cream. 
Fill the pepper 
shell with the mixture, sprinkle the 
top with bread crumbs upon which 
a bit of butter has been placed, and 
brown in the oven. 
Pepper plants should be set out by 
the second week 
in May 
if the 
weather permits, as they are warm- 
weather plants and their 
planting 
should be regulated by the season. 
Sweet peppers are more valuable for 
the ordinary garden than 
the 
hot 
varieties, of which only a plant or 
two will be needed to furnish season- 
ng for pickles and chow-chows late 
n the season. 
The sweet peppers, either to be 
*aten raw in salads, used as flavor- 
ng in made dishes or stuffed, are the 
nain crop. 
They need full sun and 


plenty of moisture. 
In dry 
spells 
give the peppers a thorough soaking 
occasionally. 
Some of the newer 
giant varieties will not fruit 
until 
late and all require rich soil. 
For the large bell or bull-nosed 
types, a little support sometimes is 
necessary in the form of light stakes. 
Two or three stakes set about the 
plant will be sufficient for this pur­ 
pose. 
Hilling up the plants slightly 
is also to be recommended to ob­ 
viate the necessity of 
stakes. 
The 
best plan is to plant a succession of 
peppers which bear at various sea­ 
sons to secure a succession 
crop. 
The Neapolitan types are the earl­ 
iest and the bull noses the latest. 
Pinch the “king” flower in the large 
types to secure a greater yield. This 
is the first flower to open. Magnum 
Dulce is one of the finest of the big 
sweet pepper types. 
The new Pi­ 
mento is noted for its thick, 
mild 
flesh but is a late 
type. 
Peppers t 
should be given at least 18 inches J 
spacing. 
Close planting will be fol­ 
lowed by a poor yield. 
Don’t be in any hurry to set o u t I 
egg-plants. 
A check from a few cold 
nights now-, and they won’t lay freely I 
this summer. 
Make a note when you plant your J 
corn that you will pull off all the 
suckers this year.

Jeremiah was one of the last proph­ 
ets of Judah. 
He saw the nation go 
into the Babylonian Captivity and Je­ 
rusalem destroyed, after which he 
went into Egypt. 
He was a lonely, 
misunderstood and unpopular prophet. 
He was most bitterly hated and per­ 
secuted. 
His own countrymen turned 
against him. He was placed In stocks 
and then thrown Into a horrible dun­ 
geon from which he narrowly escaped 
with hl9 life. The teacher should give 
a little sketch of his life. 
The fol­ 
lowing Is suggested: 


1. His Call (1:2-10). 
2. His Commission (1:11-10). 
3. His Sympathetic H eart (4:19). 
4. His Great Sorrows (10:15-21). 
5. The Divine Power Which Urged 
Him 
Forward 
and 
Sustained 
Him 
(10:7-9). 
Because he was called upon to 
prophesy against his own nation and 
at the command of God urged them to 
surrender to the Babylonians, he was 
regarded as a traitor guilty of treason 
against his own nation. 
I. The Rechabites’ Test (vv. 1-5). 
In tile days of Jehoiakim, the Lord 
charged Jeremiah to bring the Recha­ 
bites into the house of the Lord and 
test them regarding the drinking of 
wine. 
This lie did In a place where 
the people might behold them, the aim 
beirg to teach Judah 
by example. 
The father of 
the 
Rechabites had 
given command that they should not 
drink wine. 
Their filial obedience 
put to shame the children of Judah 
for their lack of obedience. 
Jonadah, 
the father of the Rechabites, was only 
a man but the one whose commands 
Judah disregarded was the Almighty 
God, their Creator and Savior. 
It Is 
God’s plan that every man be tested. 
Being a free agent, he can have char­ 
acter only through testing. 
II. The Filial Loyalty of the Rec­ 
habites (vv. G-ll). 
Though they were out of their own 
country in the midst of a foreign peo­ 
ple they refused to drink wine, de­ 
claring that they had been true to the 
instructions of Jonadah nil their lives. 
I it Is a fine thing when children re­ 
member 
their 
fathers 
and 
render 
obedience to their commands. 
III. The Loyalty of the Rechabites 
In Contrast With the Disloyalty of 
Judah (vv. 12-10). 
1. The Appeal (vv. 13, 14). 
He 
made the appeal on the basis of the 
filial loyalty of the Rechabites. 
He 
also 
reminded 
them 
that 
he had 
spoken to them In person, rising up 
early to do so. 
2. The Ministry of the Prophets 
(vv. IR, IC). 
When the people failed 
to render obedience to God, he sent 
to them the prophets, who 
pleaded 
with them to amend their ways by 
turning away from their Idols. 
Mat­ 
thew Henry indicates the points of 
contrast somewhat as follows: 
(I) 
Tile Rechabites were obedient to one 
who was but a man; the Jews dis­ 
obeyed the Infinite and eternal God. 
(2) Jonadab was dead and could not 
know of their disloyalty or correct 
them for It. 
God is all-knowing and 
lives forever and will punish for dis­ 
obedience. 
(3) The Rechabites were 
never reminded of their obligations, 
but God sent His prophets to speak 
to His people. 
(4) Jonadab left the 
charge but no estate to support the 
charge, but God gave the people a 
goodly land and prospered them in It. 
(5) God never assigned His people a 
task as hard as Jonadab’s, but God’s 
people 
disobeyed 
Him 
while 
the 
Rechabites obeyed their father. 
IV. Judgment Upon the Jews for 
Disobedience (v. 17). 
God declared that He would bring 
Judgment 
upon 
them 
according 
to 
what He had said. 
Judgment Is laid 
upon those who disobey and rebel 
against God. 
V. Reward of the Rechabites for 
Their Loyalty (vv. IS, 19). 
Because they had been true to the 
commands of Jonadab, they should 
always have a representative before 
God.* God has such a regard for filial 
obedience that He lets no act go un­ 
rewarded.
